output of oil wells has always decreased 
after a term of years. The deposits at 
Baku are the richest in tbe world. One 
of the largest wells threw a stream of 
oil several hundred feet in the air for 
years. Great lakes of oil were formed, 
and the spray from the tremendous 
column of petroleum ruined a town 
three miles distant. Such a flow of oil 
seems almost incredible, yet it has been 
witnessed 'by thousands. The dally out- 
put of one well was formerly millions of 
i^allons. It will thua readily be Been 
that an output that would seem vory 
small to residents of Baku would appear 
:orrespondingly large to tho?e acquaint- 
ed only with the yield of American 
wells. There is not in California a well 
producing over a few hundred barrels 
per day, while the average is not more 
than fifteen or twenty barrels. Petro- 
leum commands bot about 12 cents per 
barrel, in Ruflfiia, while the price in 
America ranges from So to 98 cents. As 
a rule, the flow of natural gas decreases, 
gradually, in America, as does the out* 
put of oil. Upon tbe other hand, there 
are gas wells that have flowed for from 
twenty to thirty years, without any 
noticeable decrease or fluctuation in the 
output. Petroleum and natural gas are 
at present important factors of the fuel 
problem, which many think will assume 
a serious aspect in the indefinite future. 
We believe, however, that tbe inventor 
will prove equal to the task of adjusting 
tbe matter.

WINK grapes are far less profitable 


than raisin grapes. Those who planted 
wine grapes must dispose of them, and 
the cloudless skies of Fresno fortunately 
aids the curing process BO that the cost 
which is in many sections attached to 
the curing of fruit is here almost absent' 
Dried wino grapes are prepared in a sim- 
ilar manner to raisins. They are dried 
in the sun, but do not require the same 
care in handling that is given to raisins. 
They dry in from ten days to three 
weeks, according to variety and weather. 
In the rintage season of 1887, when dry- 
ing wine grapes was begun in this 
county, eight carloads were made and 
sold netting about S>£ cents per pound 
to the grower. During the season of 
1S88 about 112 carloads were dried and 
sold, netting from 2K to 3^ cents per 
pound. 


IT will be seen by reference to the pro- 


ceedings of the City Trustees published 
in yesterdav'e issue of THE REPUBLICAN, 
that an ordinance has been passed which 
prohibits tbe construction of any more 
wooden sidewalks within tbe city limits. 
The use of wooden awnings and sup- 
ports has also been prohibited, and even 
window eatings must henceforth be cov- 
ered with fire-proof material. No more 
corrugated iron buildings can be creeled, 
and excessive quantities of powder and 
petroleum must henceforth be stored 
outside of the city limits. Action has 
also been taken looking to the purchase 
of additional fire apparatus, including 
an electric fire alarm system and perhaps 
a chemical engine. The water company 
has been notified that better service will 
henceforth be expected, and that water 
moBt not be abut off from any main 
without due notice first having been 
given to the Fire Department. All these 
changes are of vast benefit to the city, 
and will aid largely in ita upbuilding and 
imrauaitj from fire.

iu their An-aditm village of AletlukahUa 
many of tha comfortu and appliances of 
civilization. Tho village- is situated on a 
beautiful nlateau near the sea shore, and 
was in plain view of the steamer. One 
hundred dwelling houses with garden! 
attached, two large school buildings, a 
public hall, several mills and stores and 
a Got hia church, built of yellow cedar, 
equal iu architectural design aud finish 
to many oi the churches of our towns, 
attested their progress. Under his prac- 
tical anil sensible guidance they have 
been trained to habits of industry and 
have become well behaved aud law abid- 
ing citizens.

The children have had the advau- 


tuge of schools and rclitnoua training. 
On nocount of some political differences 
between Mr. Duncan aud 
the 
civil 


authorities of British Columbia, growing 
out of disputes respecting the title to ibe 
lamia upon which this village was built, 
and also with the church authorities, 
these people have become alienated from 
the Columbian government and have re- 
moved to Alaska and placed themselves 
under the protection of the United 
States. 


The point selected for their new set- 


tlement IB on Aunette Island, near Forl 
Chester, about sixty miles north of the 
southern boundary of Alaska, and has 
been named JVIetlakautla after their old 
home. Mr. Duncan had been to the 
United States in the interests of his peo- 
ple and was on his return. 


A WARM WELCOME. 


Mr. Duncan was met upon the beacli 


by a few of his people and was warmly 
welcomed. Old men and women, girls 
and boys, gathered around this good 
man and expressed with tears their in- 
tense joy and gladness. Two United 
Slates flags, which had been presented 
to him, were raised upon an improvised 
staff, and the Indians and passengers 
assembled under their folds, in tbe shade 
of the trees on the shelving shore. 


Mr. Dawsuu made an, address to the 


Indians, which was interpreted by Mr. 
Duncan for the benefit of those who did 
not understand Kngliah. Mr. Dawson 
congratulated the Indians upon their ad- 
vent to American soil. They were im- 
pressively told of the power of the great 
nation, under whose protection they 
were about to place themselves, and as- 
sured that they would he protected in 
their rights of person and property, and 
in the enjoyment of their homes, and 
that although tbe treueral land laws of 
the United States were not in force in 
tho territory they would bo protected in 
tho possession of any lands upon which 
they might settle, and that when these 
laws were extended .over tbe country 
they would be allowed to hold their 
lands. 


PROTECTION ASH EDUCATION. 


In the mean time they would have the 


protection of the government and the 
game advantages of education which are 
enjoyed by the people of tlie territory. 
KQ'orts had been made to impress them 
with the idea that tlie American 
uieut was unfriendly to their settlement, 
but this impression Mr. Dawson success- 
fully removed. 
illy ren 
When he concluded, the flags were un- 


furled to the breeze, the ship saluting 
them with their single gun. The In- 
dians sang "Rock of Ages" in their own 
language. The Rev. Dr. Fraser of Cali- 
fornia commended the new settlement to 
the protection of Divine Providence in a 
touching prayer, after which they all 
united in singing "Coronation." One 
of the chiefs or selectmen, Daniel Ne- 
ash-kum-ack-ein, briefly replied to Mr. 
Dattson's address as follows: 


"I desire to say a lew words to let yoi 


know what our hearts are saying. Thu 
God of Heaven is looking at our doings 
hero to-day. You have stretched out 
your hands to the Indians. Your act 
a Christian act. We have long been 
knocking at the door of another govern- 
ment for justice, but the door has been 
closed to us. Yon have risen up and 
opened your door to ns and bade as wel- 
come to this beautiful island upon which 
we have taken refuge from our enemies, 
and where we have decided to build our 
homes. 


THAKKFUL AND HAPPY. 


"Whatcan our hearts say lo thia ex- 


cept that we are thankful and happy ? 
The work of the Christian is never lost. 
Your work will not be lost to you. It 
will live, and you will find it after many 
days. The few of UB who are hero to- 
day have 
been 
made 
happy by 


your words, but how much more joy will 
they occasion when they reach all our 
ueople, numbering over a thousand 1 


"Whatshall wo say more to thank 


yon? We were told that no slaves lived 
under the ilag of England. For a long 
time we relied upon this promise. We 
were content and happy, but we have 
found that our trust was misplaced. The 
promises made to us have been broken, 
and that nation in Us treatment of us has 
set aside and disregarded its own laws 
and lias dealt with us as if we were 
slaves. We came to yon for protection 
and safety. Our hearts, though olten 
troubled, have not fainted. We have 
placed our trust in God and Ife baa 
helped us. 


"We are now able to sleep in peace. 


Our confidence is restored. God has 
given us Hiastrength toreachtheplaceof 
security and freedom, and we are grate- 
ful to Him for His mercy and loving 
kindness. We again salute you from our 
hearts, and thank you in the name of all 
our people."

The methods pursued by tbe insurance 


adjusters are certainly peculiar.

There- 
lore TOU are entitled to 
insurance." 


Now, this may bo correct, but an ordi- 


narv carpenter could not figure out a 
building in such short order, with noth- 
ing to work from. Iu the first place, the 
expert knew nothing whatever about the 
material uaed for tho foundation. 
He 


failed to ask about tbe material for 
rafters, the staging, tbe wainscoting, 
glass doors, transom?, and hundreds of 
otlwr matters which wo cannot recall, 
and he did not couie nearer, in his esti- 
mates of the value of the building, than 
one-half the cost. However, his figures 
did not affect tbe amount insured for, 
and perhaps it is useless for us to speak 
of the matter, but it nevertheless struck 
us as verv peculiar that a pretended ad- 
justment" should ba made and such a 
flagrant display of carelessness as to de- 
ails he indulged in.—Kern County Ga-

Cryfltalized Fruit. 


Crystalized fruit is highly relished by 


many persons, and such fruit confections 
cost about 50 cents per pound. We give 
below a recipe taken from the Pomona 
Times, which it would cost Lnt little to 
try: 


Select rirce firm fruit. Cook it a little 


in clear water, tho amount of cooking 
you will soon learn. Place the cooked 
fruit into very thick, hot syrup, and let 
it stand cold for about two days; then 
drain olf the syrup, which will now be 
verv thin, «nd boil it down until it is 
thick again, put in the fruit and let it 
heat throngh and then stand for about 
four days, when repeat the process, let- 
ting it stand lonner every time. When 
the syrup no longer gets thin, remove 
the fruit and dry it in the ena, or m an 
evaporator with gentle heat. It may bo 
rolled in granulated sugar, to fully clry 
it, nnd then may be packed in lions for 
use.' By using tho first syrup for jelly, 
and making up nomo entirely new, the 
process can be hastened aud the fruit 
will dry better, bnt will not be of quite 
so good flavor.
